In lajin" before your Majesty a Report of the proceedings of the 
Queen’s College, Galway, during the academic year 1851-52, 1 am glad to be 
Sle to state, that the progress of the Institution lias, so fiir, been satistactory, 
and alfords I trust, a well-assured hope, that the people of this province will not 
show themselves unworthv of the ample means of education whicli, at iieir own 
entreaty have been placed at their disposal, and will respond to those efforts that 
have been made, on behdlf of their intellectual advancement, by your Majesty and 

A^craisiderabie increase in the niimhcr of Students has taken place within the 
last year and the Reports of the Professors engaged in their instruction, which 
are given elsewhere, will best exhibit the amount of their application and 
improvement. Before, however, alluding more particularly to these subjects, it 
will be necessary to refer to some circumstances upon which they must always, 

in a srreat des^ree, depend. , . ivi • i t 

In the last Report ^vhicii I had the honour to submit to your Majesty, I 
aUuded to some difficulties peculiar to this College which teuded to cryple its 
progress, and contract the sphere of its utihty. It may be weU to refer to them 
acain because their consideration is necessary to form a due esf urate of the way 
afready made, as well as to point out the remedies by wkch they m^ be 
removed or diminislied, and the benefits of the Institution thus extended far 
more widely than is possible under existing circumstances. , 

On the wealth and population of the neighhomdiood m which an Institution of 
this kind is situated, its progress, especially at its opening, must almost entirdy 
depend Where these exist to any great extent, and when to them is added a 
iono desire for knowledge on the part of the people, nothing can retard i s 
quick and steady progress. In the case of the Galway College Umse elements 
o! success exist in a W 'degree. The population of the town of Galway 
is less than a fifth of that of Belfast or Cork, whpe the sister Colleges Me 
nlaced In wealth there can scarcely he a comparison between the localities, 
S any very ardent zeal for knowledge has stJl to be created here. It will 
Msi V be^seen that an Institution placed in such a loeahty, must depend for 
Spport n^on nof local, and that the bulk of its Students must be such

S system of instruction pm-sued in the Queen’s Colleges ivhich require 
coSant attendance upon the Lectures of the Professors for at least two-thirds 
of ?L academic yea?, necessarily subjects those Studen s, who come froin a 
distance and who, in the present instance, constitute the toge majority, to the 
"'arendant on reldence near the CoUego for that period.^ ^Indeed, 
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unintermitting attendauce on tlie Lectures of the entii*e Session — a period of 
more than eight months — is necessary, to enable the Student to master the 
uumerous subjects of study contained in the Curriculum. The expense which 
this imposes on the Students, when added to the fees payable to the College and 
to the Professors, swells his expenditiure far beyond what the circumstances of 
this province enable a large portion of its inhabitants to meet. I am informed 
that the expenses of the Queen’s Colleges are considered too high even for the 
fortunate condition of the province of Ulster, swarming, as it is, with population, 
teeming with wealth, and glowing wdth a nolsle ardour for improvement. If this 
be so, it is decisive, as to the utter disproportion that exists between these 
expenses and the circumstances of the province of Connaught. The authorities 
of the three Queen’s Colleges have already applied to the Legislatiu-e to enable 
them, by an annual grant, to reduce those College fees, which, at present, 
constitute the only fund for defraying the current expenses of the Institutions! 
This reduction of expenses will, however, be too trifling to diminish, in any 
adequate degree, the most serious obstacle we have to encounter in this 
district. The fees of the Professors could not be reduced with any due regard 
to their income and exertions ; but a measure, contemplated by the Act which 
founded these Institutions, would effectually meet the difficulty, and extend 
immeasurably the advantages of the College — I mean the establishment of Halls 
or Boarding-houses, where the Students could reside at a moderate cost. No 
very lai*ge outlay would be required for a purpose which, I feel convinced, would 
double the utility of all that has been hitherto expended in the foundation of 
this noble Institution. 

The advantages to be derived from such a measure would not be confined to a 
diminution of the Student’s expenses alone. The extreme inconvenience of 
living at a distance from the College, where he must attend Lectures at different 
hours of the day, would be removed: the comfort and accommodation which 
well-established Halls would afford him, as compared with many of the places 
where he is at present compelled to reside, cannot be over-estimated ; while the 
fact of being always under the watchful eye of the College authorities, would 
afford an additional security for the rectitude and propriety of his demeanour 
and conduct. 

Next in order to the depressed condition of the province, as tending to retard 
the College, must be added the apathy that exists throughout it on the subject of 
education, evinced in the dearth of schools, and in the little support that is given 
to such as arc established. A comparison of Connaught with any other equal por- 
tion of the empire, as regards the number aud condition of its educational estab- 
lishments, would demonstrate, at once, the necessity that existed for giving a fresh 
stimulus to education, by the establishment of a Provincial College, and the all 
but insuperable obstacles it has to encounter. I cannot conclude this part of 
my subject without expressing my earnest hope, that the heads of the existing 
schools will give to the Queen’s College that support aud co-operation which a 
regard to the intellectual improvement of the province demands, and which 
would redound at once to their interest and their honour. 

To another subject I refer with pain, but it is one which it is impossible to 
ignore in treating of those circumstances that have retarded the success of the 
Institution. I mean the opposition, or, at least, the want of co-operation on the 
part of the priesthood of that persuasion which forms the large majority of the 
population. When we refer to the struggles made by this body, in past times, 
to rescue the people committed to their care from the ignorance to which they 
had been doomed by law ; when we remember the support with which, more 
recently, they upheld and still uphold the National Schools — the prototype of 
the Queen’s Colleges — against a storm of unrelenting hostility ; when we know 
that these Colleges were founded mainly for the elevation of the Catholic 
people,^ by statesmen who, but yesterday, rendered the most signal service to the 
Catholic cause, the mind looks in vain for any clue to the opposition they have 
encountered on the part of the Catholic priesthood. Some proceedings connected 
with the Galway College, which have taken place in the last tw'o years, are of 
too important a nature to be overlooked, however much they may perplex and 
grieve the friends of enlightenment and progress. 

On the first opening of the College, your Majesty, ever anxious for the welfare 
of your people, appointed a Catholic Dean of Residences, whose duties were solely 
confined to superintending the spiritual interests of the Catholic Students, and 
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affording them religious

tions, the different religious persuasions, and that united education has* so ft 
been really carried out. ’ 

During the last Session, the attention of the Students has given much satis 
faction to the Professors engaged in their instruction, and their progress iualmo t 
every instance where they came to the College with a sufficient amount of nr? 
paration, has been gratifying. But, owing to the educational apathy nrevalent 
throughout the province, to which I have already alluded. Candidates for entrance 
frequently present themselves in so defective a state of preparation as to materi 
ally retai-d their subsequent progress, and, in several instances, to necessitate their 
rejection. The College authorities ai-e endeavouring, in each successive year to 
elevate the standai-d of answering required for Matriculation and Sohdarshins 
The success of their endeavours must, however, depend, in a great degree unou the 
co-operation they receive from those engaged in the work of instruction tlirono-h 
out the couutry. ® 

As to the cooduet of the Students, it may be dismissed with one observation 
No breach of discipline, nor any act of insubordination lias occuiTed»durino- the 
entire Session. To this part of my subject, higher and more satisfactory evidenop 
was given on the occasion of the Triemiial Visitation, to the proceedin/s of whieb 
I must now allude. ^ 

The Statutes having declared^ that a Triennial Visitation shall take place in 
each of the Colleges, the Visitation of the Queen’s College, Galway, was held rm 
Tuesday, the 18th of May. On this occasion there were present the following 
Visitors The Lord Bishop of Tuam, the Right Hon. Maziere Brady Vice- 
Chancellor of the Queen’s Dniversity, Sir Henry Marsh, Bart., and the Richt 
Hon. Bai-on Greene. ° 

Only one appeal was brought before the Visitors, but it was of importance as 
tending to determine the conditions upon which Scholarships are hold in the 
Queen s Colleges. 

A Student having obtained a Scbolarship, and having failed to attend the num- 
ber of Lectures required to save his year, was deprived of its emoinments 
by the Co lege Council. On liis appealing against this decision, it w-as con- 
hrmed by the Visitors, and the condition of attending Lectures for at least two- 
tbircls of the Session, was determined to be essential to enjoying the privileo-cs 
and the emoluments of a Scbolarship. ° 

This decision coupled with that of a Special Visitation held in the preceding 
bession, wjicli I had the honoiu- of stating in my last Report, viz; — ^that suchau 
amount of answering as the Council may deem sufficient is necessary to entitle 
a Candidate to obtain a Scholarship, will increase the public confidence in the 
Colleges : because it will show that to extend education, and not to obtain Stu- 
deuts, IS the object of the authorities, and that the fund udiich the munificence 
ot tlie Legislature has allocated to Scholarships, will be confined to such as shall 
by tlieir previous preparation, and by their subsequent attendance and applica- 
tion, prove themselves worthy of the distinction. ^

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Tlie religious differences wliicli unhappily prevail, have rendered it necessary to provide a system 
of united education in which the conscientious scruples of every portion of the community are 
respected, and I rejoice to hear that you have been so eminently successful in this College, as to have 
collected scholars within its walls in just proportions to the religious persuasions of the population. 

I have no hesitation in saying, that the secular instruction in Ireland is the beat I have everse'en 
in any countiy, and I cannot but confidently hope, that ifpersevei-ed in, it will not only diffuse know- 
ledge and enlightenment, hut establish a more healthy tone in the conduct and feelings of a people 
ivho are worthy of a brighter destiny. 

It is indeed consolatorj' to those engaged in the management of the Queen’s 
Colleges, to find that the storm of opposition with which they have been assailed, 
has served only to root them more deeply in the confidence of the wise and good, 
and to attract round them the united support of every statesman, without refer- 
ence to creed or party. 

In the following Reports ofthe Professors, will be found the number of Lectures 
delivered in each dcpai-tment during the Session, and the degree of attention and 
progress made by the Students. I am compelled here to allude to the inadequate 
manner in which several of the departments of this great Institution have been 
hitherto furnished. The new Colleges rest their claims to public confidence upon 
impai’ting the very best and highest education. It woidd be difficult to find men 
more eminently fitted for this high task, than the Professors of this, as of the 
other Colleges. But their efforts are often paralyzed, and their energies dis- 
heartened by the ineffective means that are placed at their disposal. I feel, 
howe^-er, that it is unnecessary to say more on this subject, as it has already 
occupied the attention of the Senate of the Queen’s University, whose repre- 
sentation on the matter will, no doubt, obtain the amplest consideration from 
the Legislature.

The total number of Lectures delivered on Chemistry in the Queen’s College, Gblway, during the 
Session 1851-52 was 128. Of these 

92 were devoted to the General Course, and 
36 to the Practical Course.

The General Course of Lectures was attended by 28, and the Practical Course by 8 Stndents of 
the College. 

The attendance of Students at Lecture, with some few exceptions, has been extremely regular, 
their conduct becoming, and the greater number have acquired a fair knowledge of the subgect, con- 
sidering the numerous other calls upon their attention. It has, however, been the unpleasant duty of 
the Professor to refuse, for the present, the Certificate of Competency to five members of the Cla ss .*' 

As connected with this disagreeable piece of intelligence, it may, perhaps, he appropriate here to 
mention a cause which appears to obstruct the acquisition of that minimum amount of proficiency 
required of every member of the Class. I allude to the College regulation, admitting men to enter at 
Christmas, and thus to omit attendance at the Lectures and Demonstrations of the first College Term, 
whereby they labour at a disadvantage Lai'dly to be compensated by any subsequent amount of 
industry.

Report of PROFiasoE of Natttral Philosophy. 

The number of Lectures delivered by me in my General Course for the Session of 1851-52, 
was 77. 

The number of Students attending this course was 23, being Students in Arts of the third year, 
and in Medicine and Agriculture of the first year. Their attendance was, on the whole, remaakably 
good, and their conduct orderly and decorous. Tho course embraced the general principles of the 
chief branches of Natural Philosophy, and was illustrated by experiments ; the subject was treated 
more according to tho popular than the mathematical method, though elementary mathematical 
proofs and illustrations were given where they appeared necessary. 

I also delivered Lectures supplementary to these, on the mathematical part of Natural Philosophy, 
which I meant to be voluntarily attended by such Students as wished to compete for prizes at the 
end of the Session ; but, partly from tho attention of tho Students being occupied by other subjects, 
and partly from the small number who knew more of Mathematics than tho elements, the atten^nce 
was not very satisfactory. 

I delivered a Course of Lectures, oitending through the whole Session, on Practical Mechanics, 
which was attended hy two Engineering Students of tire second year. It embraced parts of Theo- 
retical Mechanics, having a relation to Pi-actice, the principles of Mechanism, the Theory of Labouring 
Force, and Hydraulics.

I have the honour to report that the following Lectures were delivered by me during the Session 
1851-52 

1st TeiTTi, 17 Lectures on Physical Geography. 

2nd & 3rd „ 36 „ on Zoology. 

3rd „ 32 „ on Botany. 

The Lectures on Botany and Zoology were illustrated hy numerous microscopic and anatomical 
demonstrations, and Botaniad exem’sions were made on Saturdays during tho third Term. 

The behaviour of the Students has at all times been most exemplary, and the exertions of many 
of them to acquire a sound knowledge of the wide range of science included in the course, have been 
most gratifying.
